— The best metiiod of removing stains 
from linen and cotton fabrics, produced 
by spilling wine or vegetable juices, son- 
sists in moistening the surface affected 
(previously wetted), with a solution of 
hypo-sulphate of soda, dissolved in hot 
water, and then adding ox the point efa 
knife a little pulverized tariarie acid, and 
rubbing this wellin. After the stain has 
disappeared, the cloth may be washed 
ia invkewarm water, and when dry no 
trace of the stain will remain: 


—The New York Democrat thus sums 
up the a record of U.S. G.:

—A silvering liquid, which has no 
poisonous quality, may be prepared by 
dissolving one part lunar caustic in 
eighteen or twenty parts of distiiled wa- 
ter, adding one half part sal ammoniac 
and two parte of hypo-sulphate of soda, 
aud then mixing tie clear liquid thus 
obtained totwo parts of whiting. To 
use it a portion of this liquid is poured 
into a dish and applied by means of a 
tooth brush, or any small brush, ora bit 
of rag, to the article to be silvered; and 
after alittle rubbinga fine coating of 
silver will appear. After it has been 
rinsed off with water, it may be dried 
by means of a cloth with & little gentle 
rubbing. 

—Itis stated that the Hoangho, one | 
of the largest rivera in China, has re- 
cently changed, or is changing its outlet, 
and now enters the sea ats point 500 
miles north of ita recent mouth. It is 
reported that the Rev. Dr. Martin, one 
of the professors inthe new University 
at Pekin, recently walked dry shod over 
the spot where, in 1816, Lord Amherst’s 
junks lay, while the natives burned in- 
cense to insure a favorable passage. It 
is conjectured that in this deviation the 
river is only returning to a bed on the 
north side of the highlands of Shantuag, 
through wich it formerly flowed; and, 
according te Chinese records, it has re- 
peatedly shifted iis channel, sometimes 
divided by a delta, sometimes entering 
the sea by a single mouth. 

— Artificial stone, though it has failed 
in several instances in this country to 
furnish the requisite strength for build- 
ing purposes, yet ia very popular abroad. 
It is stated that in the magnificent ac- 
queduct, now in course of construction 
in France, to bring water from the forest 
of Fontainebleau to Parie, some of the 
finest arcades on which the work is sup- 
ported in crossing valleys are composed 
of a mixture of sand and cement exclu- 
sively, nostone or brick being used. At 
Cherbourg, Marseilles and Algeria, loug 
piers and docks have been goxstrycted of 
artificial stone, and at Port Said, on the | 
Mediterranean, the engineers of the Suez 
Canal are building the sea walls of blocks 
of pure sand and hydraulic cement, 
weighing two tons each. _Two long piers, 
reepectively 5009 and 8200 feet long, 
formed of this material, have been rua 
out into the sea. 


GEN. JORDAN. 


Beuregara’s Chief of Staff on 
the War Path.

Gen. Jordan, formerly of Beauregard’s 
staff, who is reported to have gone to 
Cuba to take an important pesition in 
command of the rebel army, is a very 
thorough soldier, and a man of schol- 
arly acquirements. He is a graduate of 
West Point, and served for many years 
in our old reguiar army, mainly on the 
Pacific coast. He accepted his position 
on Beauregard’s staff at the opening of 
the war, and was prominent in Beaure- 
gard’s early operations in Virginia. 
When Besuregard was sent West, he ac- 


companied him, and subsequently ac-. 


com panied bim also to Charleston, where 
he took the lead in the engineering oper- 
ations against the assaults of Gan. Gil- 
more. At the close of the war he came 
to this city, from whence he soon went 
to Memphis to edit a newspaper; but 
subsequently he returned to New York, 
where he wrote, in an octavo voiume, 
the *“‘Lifeand Campaigns of Gen. N. B. 
Forrest,’? and was also a contributor to a 
number of literary periodicals. He was 
the author of the scathing article on 
‘+ Jeff. Davis,’ which appeared in Har- 
per'’s Magazine, after the cloce of 
the war, aod his articles on mili- 
tary and historical subjects. was always 
clear and valuable.

The case ja the master of the interdic- 
tion of Anthony Fernandez, on the 
ground of moral and plbysical debility 
impairing the mental faculties of defend- 
ant in interdiction, tothe extent of in- 
capacitating him in the management of 
his affairs, is still occupying the Second 
District Court, the whole of yesterday 
ands large portion‘of the previous day 
being em In examinivg brofessor 
Alexander Dimitry, summoned for the 
defense. During the examination, a 
question having bsen propounded to the 
learned Heofessdy yejative’to the or 
‘ possession of self,’’ this gentleman 
etated that he had anticipated the ques. 
tion, and putin writing the following in- 
teresting psychological paper, 
was filed in thie case: 

‘‘ THE POSSESSION OF SELF.”’ 


Pne analyses of science, in iast resort, 
admit inteliect and seasibility to be two 
sources of our impressions and cur judg- 
ments, 

The former, except in the congenital 
idiot, is measurably independent of the 
physical organization, so far as the more 
Common and general operation cf the 
mind are concerned. The latter is fre- 
quentiy aud absormally affected in oppo- 
sition to the sounder suggéétions of that 


faculty, which, under the action of a 
free will. isintesdsd to be its controller 
and its guidg. 


Yet intelligence and sensibility donot 
constitute the perfect sum of any human 
existenses. Phere js another psy chologi- 
cal fact, which Gomes in aud Claims to be 
ever present witness of what ths senses, 
which are the vehicles of sil our percap- 
tions to the sensorirum commune, have 
conveyed to the mind, an! on which tae 
mind adjudy 33 upou the aot of such con- 
vyeyance, 

his psychologigal fact is one which 
tops the sequel of all facts of intellectual 
existence, with the exception here and 
there of a cagual lapse of memory, which, 
in that case and pro tanto suspends the 
continuity of thougot and refisction 
which fixes and settles the self-sense of 
individuality, 

This vital mode of intelligent exist- 
enca, of which noone except the born 
idiot, of him who, from what cauze so- 
ever, has sudsequently to a state of san- 

prived of his reason, consti- 
tutes what the maxim of the h>man iaw 
—which is the law ofcur own times—de- 
scribes as sui compos being with the pos- 
session Of self 
This self, therefore, the moi of the 
French, and the ichesmus of the Garman 
philosophy, is the permanent and princi- 
pal fact of hymar individuality. It is 
the first condition of conscious identity, 
which knows and feels that it is self, and 
no one else; while the absence of that 
knowledge and the privation- of that 
sense are almost invariable accompani- 
meats of insanity. 

From frequent interviews with Mr. 
Fernandez; from close scrutiaies, of the 
object of which I do not think that he 
could have been conscious, | have come 
to the conclusion that he is possessed of 
hig sense of self, and in my soul and con- 
science | feel warranted in declaring that 
in my opinion he is competent to direct 
common business transactions of 
ife. 

The testimony of Professor Dimitry 
being very lengihy, we propose to give 
only a few extracis touching this most 
interesting question of the state of mind 
of Mr. Anthony Fernandez. 

Professor Dimitry, after relating his 
intimacy ;with the defendant and his 
first visitj‘o him upon learning of his se- 
rious illness, goes on to state that he 
found Mr, rernande;z sitting in his par- 
lor, who, after some conversation, said : 
‘Tt is not from the gout that I am suf- 
fering, but from the moral trouble and 
the persecutions that are exercised 
against me.’! 

Witness, after learning from the de- 
fendants that he, defendant, was before 
the court for an interdiction proceeded in 
the course of conversation to scrutinize 
the temper of his language and the ex- 
hibition of his mind. Witness brought 
back tohimthe sceneg running back 
over half a century, and uuconsciocusly 
to defendant tested him in various ways 
to find out if possible whether there was 
any divagation or wandering of his mind 
whether operation was coherent ; but 
witness failed to detect any deficiency ia 
what might be calied eound and congru- 
ous thinking. Witnesssaw Mr. Fernan- 
dez every day after a second visit, spend- 
ing atno timeduring these visits less 
than three or four hours with defendant. 
Witness slept with him once, when he 
had been slarmed by some acgident in 
his immediate neighborhood, but never 
once found him but rational in all his re- 
marks. Asa test of defendant’s posses- 
sion of self, witness relates a cali upon 
him by defendants while witness was re- 
siding in Brooklyn, N. Y., in ay, 1867, 
when Mr. Fernandez calied upon him 
and invited him to dine, which invita- 
tion he could not accept, but walked 
out Broadway. Met defendant and 
Mr. Farrara, Spanish minister, etc., 
who jocularly said to witness, 
En la cinguo hora vamos en capitla. 
Witness hau forgotten the circumstances 
but defendant had not. Witness relates 
also an occurrence ip 1847, at Pass 
Christian, which defendant recalled to 
witness’s mind, Witness also states that 
one day while conversing about the his- 


tory of the transfer of the province of 
Louisiana to the United States, he com- 


mitted an error of date, which was ob- 
jected to by defendant; witness passed 
on, but had hardly expressed a few 
words that defendant said to him in 
Freneh, “ But you are mistaken, it was 
on the 4th of December, 1803.’’ Witness 
had given the date as.December 4 1804, 
Mr, Fernandez also recalled a conversa- 
tion which occurred under an elm tree 

in the public square when he returned 
from lower California, At first defend- 
ant did not specialiy recollect the con- 
versation alluded to. Witness asked 
him whether he did not recollect a piece 
of serious advice touching his future ca- 

reer. He immediately answered (in 
French): ‘Yes, I remember very well 
now; yeu advised me to go to a univer- 
sity.’”’ it was so. Has always 
found defendant, with one exception 
perhaps, self-possessed, and in all respects 
consonaut with the gravity of o)d age. 
Never saw any dragging of his right 
foot, but noticed a slight tardiness of 
gait. Has never in any instance detect- 
ed anything which could authorize wit- 
ness tosay that the subject was notin 
possession of self, 

To the question, ‘‘After all the facts 
you have remarked and stated, do you 
consider Mr. Fernandez in possession of 
bis mental faculties ?” 

Auswer—It is my opinion he has the 
consciousness cf self—that is the very 
e:senee of existence. Without the cun- 
sciousness of se)/f a man is obliterated en- 
tirely. Mr. Fernandez has the conscions- 
ness of self, the confidence that he is and 
not somebody else, 

Q-—Isa man attacked with dementia 
io possession of himself? 

Axnswer—O! course not. 

Witness then testifies to exhibitions of 
will on the part of the defendant, and the

Witness to the question—D> you predi- 
cate (base found) your conclusjun that in 
youy opinion Mr. is compe- 
tent to direct the common business 
transactions of life unin the fact, the 
solitary fact, that he iv possesaed of his 
sense of self? Witness answers no, but 
adda, that in bis examination in chief he 
has, with whatever precision he can 
command, declared to the court, growing 
out of repsated conrvervations with Mr, 
Fernandez, that cohserenes and contiau- 
ity of thought all tendiog to ths forma- 
tion of genera! and act ually 
forming such judgment, he had long be- 
fore the consideration of the mataphysi- 
Gai Guesiion, dome to the conclusion that 
Mr. Fernandes is adequate fox the trans- 
action of the common basiness of life. 
Witness Gogsidersa Mr. Fernandcs a 
ratinos! human being. 

Witness declines to answer the ques- 
tion: Do you consider that there are 
beings not human, not spirit, that are 
rational ? 

Dr. Trougtre also testified yesterday 
entirely in favor of defendant, attribu- 
ting the illness of Fernandez to un apo- 
plectic fit, Which caused cerebral hem- 
orrhage of theleft lobe of the brain and 
weakness of the opposite side of the 
body resulting therefrom, which dis- 
turb his inteliigence.

He Gives the Thumbscrew Ane 
other Turn in Virgiaia. 


From the New York World.} 
The announcement that Gen. Sione- 
man has issued an order directing the 
removal of all State officers in Virginia 
who will not or cannot take the test oath, 
or iron-clad, by the 18th proximo, may 
bot seem of any considerable public sig- 
nificance, and yet is. To show how, it 
is necessary to state that this order is 
superinduced by that resolution of the 
Fortioth Congress which decreed that 
thirty days from date thereof no person 
should hold any civil office in either of 
the States of Virginia, Mississippi, and 
Texas, unless said person could take the 
oath prescribed in the act of July 2, 1862, 
or had bsen relieved of his disabilities 
under the so-called fourteenth amend- 
ment by a two-thirds Congressional vote. 
At the time the resolution was under 
discussion, we indicated that it was part 
of @ deljberate attempt te build up, by 
the persuasive power of office, a Radical 
party in the South of tetter material 
than has heretofore gone to constitute 
that organization. Feeling that the ne- 
groes were losing confidence in the car- 
pet-bag men and yet seeing it to be all 
important to hold this black balancs of 
power asa set-offto the growing @Ver- 
sion of the North, the Radical leaders 
some time siuce hit on the pian of secu- 
ring weak and venal Southerners to take 
charge of the negroes and bring them up, 
in conjunction with such whites as they 
might influence, to the support of the 
poe: The means of purchasing such 
eaders lay ready to the hand {jn the va- 
rious Sigte officers, and this regclution in 
question was therefore passed, to seques- 
ter, as it were, the civil establishment of 
these States into a corruption fund. 

It is perfectly well Known to Congress 
that these State offices cannot bo filled 
by test-oath men, aod indeed itis not 
desired by that body that they should be. 
The test-oath is merely the means of 
forcing the present incumbents to apply 
for a removal of disabilities, and this re- 
moval is only to be obtained on a pledge 
of support to the Radical party. If the 
official will give this pledge and prove 
his singerity, he is to be allowed to re- 
main; but if not, then down comes the 
oath upon him, out he goes, and in his 
place comes a *‘ reliable’’ man. 

In Virginia, the offices thus to be atil- 
ized number some three thousand ; in 
Texas and Missigsippi, near t# * thou- 
sand each—or about seven thousand in 
all, Now, seven thousand ‘ white- 
washed rebels,” scattered in every coun-

in process of execution, betokens, we 
cannot but think, a very considerable 
degree of weakness in the Radical party.

among the Radical leaders that there are 
causes at work to operate a most serious 
defections in their Northern ranke. Of 
coursé they would not own it; it is the 
part of strategy to keep up a tremendous 
drum-beating and marching and coun- 
ter-marching where the lines are slim.

I: is admitted that agricultural liabor is the 
source of all wealth, but it isalso known that 
the unaided efforts of a laborer simply sup;ly 
himself, without producing that surplus of 
capital which sustains the non-productive 
classes; therefore the merchant, the manufac- 
turer, the railroad man, the ariisan and nie- 
chanic, are direct y interested in an enterprise 
which promises to reclaim our deserted fields, 
open our valuible forests, and develop the 
magnificeutrescurces of our unioriugate, yet 
Go i-bievse lant, 

From the jst of July to the Ist of December, 
1868, one million of immmigranis bave sought a 
permanent home in tue United States, They 
brought with them an average of eighty dol- 
larsin gold, They belong chiefly to the pro- 
ducing clas#,and wethus see that ina liitie 
more than three years, our popuiation is in- 
creased one mil ioa—$sv,000 000 in go'd added 
tothe wealth of the country, and estimating 
their average productive labor at $500, we reach 
the great sum Of $600,000,000 indirectiy added 
to the resources of the country. Thess figures 
wilil be found verifie! by reference tothe re 
port of the special Cominis,iouer of the reve- 
nue for the year 156s, 

By « co-operative Movement establishing 
consolidated interests in the South, we can di. 
vide this population and wealth with the 
North and West. At the same ratio in ten 
years’ population from this source alone, will 
have increased about three million ; $240,0u0,0L0 
in coin addei directly, and fifteen hundred 
milliow indirectly to the wealth and resouices 
of the country. If we of the South will throw 
off the lethargy which is hanging upen us like 
a death chil), and act with promptuess and en- 
ergy, (in my jadgment), we can, ia lees than 
ten years, command two-tbirds of this vast 
wealth and population. To do this, we must 
place our surplus lands in the market 
and uniersell tha land owners of the 
North and West. Tae mest praciica- 
ble and speedy mode of accomplishing 
this is the formation of incorporated agencies 
in the States of the South to direct and divert 
immigration from Europe and elsewhere, and 
encourage emigration irom the North and 
West. For this purpose it ls proposed to form 
a joint stock company, based upon the sub- 
scription of lands, to be exchanged for the 
stock ofthe company, reduced to a gold basis— 
a maximum and minimum price for laods at 
their present vaiuation to be established—tie 
association to be establisued upon the basis of 
a credit foncier and mobilicr—a capital of five 
miilion dvoliars to be raised, cousisting of lands : 
a@small percentage of cash subscription, say 
two per cert., will be necessary to establisin the 
home office, foreign ¢ffice, and all necessary 
branches in the North and Earope. Ii is be- 
Meved that the gradualand inevitable appre- 
elation of lands will command a premium 
for the stock within six months after organi- 
vation. Itis notinteuded at this writing to 
develop the scheme entire—suffice it to say 
that a plan has been conceived which has elic- 
ited predictions Of success from some of the 
ablest and most practical mindsin America. 

To the end proposed a charter has been 
granted by the State of Mississippi, very com- 
prehensive and liberg! in its privileges, and an 
immigration asseciation Will soon be organized 
under thesame. The ¢harter contemplates co- 
operative institutions in ail the Soutbern 
States, but the design of the Commissioners 
appointed under the charter, and of the dis- 
tinguished citizens Of Mississippi who are alive 
to this movement, is to Secure organization and 
success in oar own State first, as the surest 
means of guaranteeing success in others. The 
merchants of Memphis and New Orleans are 
direetly interested in the suc. es of the move- 
ment in Mississippi, as the sale of our cotion is

material aid to the enterprise. 
It is, in my judgment, of great national im- 
portance that the spirit of trade should now 
yield to the spirit of production. The fluctua- 
tions in the price of gold place all commercial 
transactions upon an unstable basis. A speedy 
return to specie payments is the remedy. This: 
cannot be obtained without the balance of 
trade in our favor; and this cannot be accom- 
plished without an increased production ot 
our great staple—at least one hundred per 
cent. Let uy, therefore, hope that the spirit of 
dissension which has so lovg divided our un- 
heppy land, may soon yield to more fraterna] 
feeling ;—then, perhaps, the men of the North 
will see that the elevation and prosperity of 
the South isthe greatest security for national 
weifare and glory.

All Quiet along the Taliahatchie. 


We gleaned last night the meager out- 
lines of one of the mest ferocious and 
terrific affairs of the war—equalingif not 
surpassing in itabloody details, the cele- 
brated fight so graphically deacrived by 
“ Maj. J-K. Kliogban, commanding 2nd 
Battalion, Ist Tenn. Reg. State Guards,’’ 
in his dispatch to Gen. Cooper, descri- 
bing the ‘fight’? which took place at 
Humboldt last week—( where they fought 
thirteen mortal hours, and in their 
‘* backerdsin’ an’ forrudsin’,’’ tore up ten 
acres of ground, and there was ten rebels 
on every single one of the State (black ) 
Guards, and oneof the latter yot his 
thumb nearly chawed oif before he 
‘hollered nuff.’’ But to our story: 

A few days ago, a negro, whose name 
we could not learn, had a citizen of Bates- 
ville arrested for beating him. For this 
reason, soit is said, thea party’s friends 
talked about lynching the darky, and 
Saturday night last was setas the time 
for this interesting ceremony to come 
off. This was done, so it appears, in se- 
cret conclave, but the matter was noised 
about and came to the ears of the com- 
mandant of the pos: at Panola Saturday 
afternoon, and he immediately started a 
company of troopsto the scene of the 
impending conflict to protect the darky. 
The military met with no adventure or 
oppositionin their march until within 
abouf two miles of Batesville. But here 
they were startled ata turn of the road 
by the loud, sharp command, “ halt!”’ 
and the challenge, which rucg out on 
the midnight air and breught every man 
standing,’’ ‘* Who gocs there?”’ 
Before anybody had time to answer, 
the moon which bad hid her face a mo- 
ment before, under a cloud, shone out 
and disclosed a company of mounted 
Ku-Klux, in alltheir horrid parapher- 
Dalia, occupying the road, in position, 
and ready to dispute the way. Few and 
short were the words of the party. Each 
party was fixed for war, and the dread 
tcc3in sounded, and the foemen “ mixed.”’ 

The fight was terrific; and “ cavalry 
charges’’ against infantry, and ‘'‘in- 
fantry charges’’ against cavairy, that 
are frightful to contemplate, were made. 
How long the battle lasted we know not, 
but our informant states that there were 
several,hundred shots fired. 

All atonce, something scared the Ku- 
Kiux, and they fled—incontinently and 
ingloriously fled, vamoosed, fizzled, and 
left the fieid—all of them, save one. 

He was mounted on a mule, and the 
mule would not fiy. In vain the savage 
Ku-Kiux cussed and spurred him; the 
mule obstinately steod still, moving 
neither backward nor forward, and, at 
last left by hiscompanions, the Ku-Kiux 
was surrounded and captured. 

On tearing eff his mask he was found 
to be a man named Jesse Rhodes, who 
lives in the neighborhood of Batesville. 
He was. put inirons immediately, and 
on Sunday was sent down to Vicksburg, 
where he will no doubt havea ‘short 
shrift,’? under the determination of Mr. 
Grant to *‘ let us have peace.”’

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held yester- 
day afternoon, President Cherry in the 
chair. The minutes of the last monthly 
and two last called meetings were read 
and approved. 

A communication from the New Or- 
leans Chamber of Commerce, asking the- 
co-operation of the Memphis Chamber of 
Commerce in urging Congress to render 
aid in the construction of a ship canal 
from the Mississippi river, below Fort 
Jackson and St. Philip, to the Breton 
Island Pass, a distanca of six miles, the 
plans for which are fully described in the 
communication, was, on motion, referred 
to a committee of three. 

Communications were read from sev- 
eral Chambers of Commerce, endorsing 
the plan proposed by the Memphis 
Chamber, for the reclamation of the in- 
undated lands of the Mississippi Valley. 
The recent action of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce was approved, 
and Congressurged to give the necessary 
aid. The several communications were 
ordered to be filed. 

A communication from the Baltimore 
Board of Trade endorsing the action of 
the Philadelphia Board, protesting 
againet Congress granting any further 
extension of that section of the bank- 
rupt law known as ihe fifty per cent. pro- 
vision, was read and earnestly, emphat- 
ically and unanimously endorsed. 

Messrs. Black & Bro. and J. J. Powers 
were elected members of the Chamber. 

Mr. Dow, from the Committee on ar- 
ranging foranew Hall, asked further 
time to prepare areport. The request 
was granted. 

Mr. Cherry, from the Committee on 
preparing comimittees to arrange for the 
Commercial Convention, reported hav- 
ing performed the duties, but that he 
would cq@a~tinue to serve asthe occasion 
might demand. 

The Committea on Invitation meets to- 
morrow at the Peabody Hotel to deter- 
mine what shall be the form and style of 
invitations to be extended,

Col. Mitchell's Reply to the Sun. 


Editors Memphis Appeal : : 
After three days’ writhing under his 
di-grace, Mr. L. J. Dupre, editor of the 
Sun, has attempted a reply to my recent 
‘‘eard.”’ You will find, on reading it, 


regard to the motive of his base personal 
attacks on me, to-wit: That he was try- 
ing todrive me out of the Mississippi 
River Railroad, in order to put that work 
uoder the control of Col. Sam Tate and 
the lessees of the Mississippi Central. 
So much is settled. 

In regard to the personal aspects of 
this controversy, Dupre replies as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘As for friendship for Mitchell, we 
pever imagined the sentiment to exist or 
that of personal enmity. He charges us 
with ingratitude upon a state of facts, of 
mixed truth and falsehood ingeniously 
interwoven. We paid him fees, defined 
in amount by his superior officer, in in- 
stallments, and the whole within three 
or four days. He never loaned the writer 
a dollar in his iife, and was only asked 
to waitaday ortwo. It was his palpa- 
ble interest 49 wait. His fees might be 
enlarged, and could not be lessened. If 

e intends to ssy that the writer ever 
borrowed a doHar from him, he speaks 
falsely. 

‘*For bankruptcy the writer was 
greatly indebted to the peculiar human- 
itarianism and political philosophy of 
which Mitchell is a perfect exponent. 
Countless thousands in the South were 
ruined by the same cause. Itso hap- 
pened that ninety per cent. of our 
creditors were of Mitchell’s sort, dwell- 
ing beyond the Ohio. They can still af- 
ford to be pleased by the losses they be- 
gat. As for the ten per cent. of creditors 


or later.’’ 

In my former card I stated the facts 
correctly as to the filing of Dupre’s pe- 
tition in bankruptcy. He new alleges 
that he paid me fees, defined inamount 
by my superior officer.”” He did nosuch 
y superior officer ‘' defined’’ 
one hundred dollars as the amount of 
fees to be paidon filing a petition in 
bankruptcy. Every lawyer in town 
knows this. Dupre ged me to file his 
petition on payment of ten dollars, and 
trust him Jor the rest, and I did so; thus 
making wyself personally liable for his 
fees. When he subsequently increased 
his deposit to fifty doliars, 1 interceded 
with the Register in his behalf, and pro- 
cured a special order limiting his entire 
fees to fifty doHars, which is less than 
one-balf the usual feesin bankruptcy. 
If any one wishes to verify mystatement, 
let him ask T. J. Latham, Register, or J. 
M. Keating, of the APPEAL, to the latter 
of whom Dupre stated at the time that 
through my kindness! Dupre now saye, 
never imagined the sentiment to exist.” | 
He need not have published this. His 
acts have sufficiently established the dis- 
graceful fact. 

But again, Dupre (be it remembered 
he ia publisher and editor of the. Sun), 
tries to justify himseif in swearing off 
his debts on the plea that ‘ ninety per 
cent.’”’ of them were owing to men

TRADE, 
The changeable weather of the week 
has caused considerable duliness in the 
general markets, and prices, it will be 
eeen, are very much similar to those pre- 
vailing last week, 
The dry goods market is rather quiet, 
with some looking around among buyers, 
hut so far there can be said to be no de- 
mand from the country trade. The coll! 
weather, of course, has been, in some 
measure, the cause, but the unsettled 


atate of the cotton market, and the 


downward tendency exhibited by it, has 
caused a feeling of * offishness,’’ a want 
of confidence on the part of buyers 
which may continue for some weeks to 
come, Stocks are good, and some of our 
retail houses have already had their 
spring ‘‘ openings,’’ at which very ele- 
gant displays were made ofthe latest 
styles of dress goods and fashions gener- 
aliy. Of the New York market, the 
Bulletin of that city says: We had sup- 
posed that the past three or four days 
were the advance guard of a brisk de- 
mand, and that buyers would encourage 
one another by their operations, and 
thus drive up a good trade, which should 
continue until all merchants from the 
different eections had fully supplied 
themselves and laid in good assort- 
ments for the season’s trade; but it ap- 
pears that contrary iniluences are at 
work, and merchants are only ino the 
market to replenish and keep up stock. 
Buyers seem to jack confidence, and this 
weakness is augmented rather than 
otherwise by the ‘‘drives’’ which job- 
bers are placing on the markeif; for, 
however successful in the particular 
goods offered as * drive, the general feel- 
iug is that these are only feelers put out 
to test the market, and thus‘ buyers are 
deterred from operating in the expecta- 
tion of a general decline. The belief 
seems prevalent thatif fewer ‘drives”’ 
had been offered, such general stagna- 
tion would have been pre vented, and in- 
stead a lively and eacouraging spring 
business would have been in order, and 
prices would have been gauged to suit 
the popular demand. It may have been 
that prices were rated too high in the 
commencement of the season, in antici- 
pation of a brisk demand and extensive 
distribution, but whatever the reason is, 
the facts are that business is dull. Pros- 
pects are better, however, asit is under- 
stood that stocks are light all over the 
country, and buyers must sooner or later 
enter the mar ket. 


The boot and shoe trade has not been 
so sensibly affected as other branches of 
business. Dealers report a very fair 
share of activity and prices are tending 
upwards. The demand for farm work is 
excellent and itis with difilculty tbat 
stocks are kept up. The Leather /e- 
porter says prices are from five to eight 
per cent. higher than at the commeuce- 
ment of the spring trade. Manufactur- 
ers are experiencing much difficulty in 
filling their contracts taken early, on ac- 
count of the increased prices demanded 
by the workmen, under the direction of 
Lodges of the Knights of St. Orispin, 
whose demands, in some instances, have 
besn such as to oblige manu‘acturers to 
discontinue operations entirely, with 
orders on hand partially filled, and their 
distant customers urging an early stip- 
ment of their goods; with the present 
state of affairs between the workmen and 
manufacturers, the completion of orders 
for distant markets is likely tobe de- 
layed until late in the season.
